LA LIBEBTAD, Nov. ll.—The revolu- 


tion, which has been gaining headway 
since the conclusion of war between 
Salvador and Guatemala, has broken 
out iu Honduras. Taqnicigalpa is in a 
state of siege; telegraphic communica- 
tion direct with the capital has been in- 
terrupted, and it is believed the wires 
have been out. 
The Salvadorian gov- 


ernment has received several dispatches 
in regard to the affair. One is to the 
effect that, on Friday last, a part of the 
garrison of Taquioigalpa .revolted, and

under the leadership of Gen. Longinio 
Sanchez, took possession, after hard 
fighting, of the. capital building and ar- 
senal Since then street skirmishing 
has been of daily occurrence, and San- 
chez and his forces now have President 
Louis Bogran surrounded in one of the 
wards of the city, and it is believed 
that he will be forced to surrender, un- 
less other garrisons arrive at the scene 
of revolt within two or three days. 


The garrisons of inspection on the 


Salvadorian and Nicaragnayan frontier 
are being pushed toward the capital by 
forced marches, only enough soldiers 
being left behind to prevent, if possible, 
an uprising. Several other army men 
are hurrying with their forces to aid 
Sanchez. 
It is believed the revolu- 


tion will become general and 
that 


Bogran will be forced, if not captured, 
to leave the country. 
The garrisons 


now on the way to Bogran may revolt, 
as general discontent prevails among 
them, which is only kept in check by 
the officers in command. 
Bogran has 


been remarked as the tool of Barrilla, 
and has successfully bankrupted the 
country. If Bogran falls there is a 
possibility that the country will, by 
common consent of the masses, be di- 
vided between Guatemala, Salvador and 
Nicaraguay. Presidents Sanchez and 
Ezeta have increased their 
front- 


ier garrisons and [have 
instructed 


their 
commanders not 
to 
allow 


any armed force to gather for the pur- 
pose of invading Honduras. 
They will 


maintain a strict neutrality in the pres- 
ent international strife. Private ad- 
vices from the City of Guatemala just 
received here put a grave aspect upon 
the revolution in Honduras. It is be 
lieved that Barrialla will attempt to aid 
his old ally, Bogran, and in doing BO 
will precipitate a general war in Central 
America. 
The greatest uneasiness pre- 


vails in Guatemala, and the movements 
of Barrillas are watched with suspicion. 
Minister Mizner has been sending long 
dispatches to his government. 


NEW YOBK, Nov. ll.—The Herald's 


San Salvador special says: President 
Ezet*, in an interview yesterday, fully 
confirmed the reported revolution in 
Taquicigalpa and said that the slaugh- 
ter in the taking of the state building 
and arsenal was very heavy. Ezeta 
said he would remain neutral, but could 
not allow Barrillas to interfere in the 
troubles there. The present affair re- 
mained for ittf people alone to solve and 
Guatemala must keep aloof. 
Ezeta ex- 


pressed the hope that the revolution 
would scon be over and depreciated a 
general war In Central America which 
would possibly follow if Barrillas at- 
tempted to interfere in the present 
strife.

SLAVJ5 DAlfB BECAIAED 


By a Ua«e Which HIM Jait Been De- 


cided in MUsonri Courts. 


KAKSAS Cm, Mo., Nov. 11.—An in- 


teresting relic of slavery days is the 
case of Elizabeth Betts against the exe- 
cutors of Elijah Harvey, deceased. In 
February 1869, Elij»h Harvey gave to 
his daughter, Mrs. Betts, a girl slave, 
whom Mrs. Betts retained a number of 
years. The girl finally became un- 
manageable and was put up for sale.* 
Harvey offered 
to take back the 


girl and gave his daughter $600 for her. 
The slave was returned upon these 
terms. Harvey died in 1887, without 
having fulfilled the contract. After her 
father's death Mrs, Betts filed a claim 
against the estate, and a judgment in 
the lower courts for $500 has just been 
sustained by the appellate court.

Will Not Attend the Irfeh-Ameilcu

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Neither Pres- 


ident Harrison nor Secretary Blaine 
will attend the Irish-American reception 
to Messrs. Dillon and O'Brien at Wash- 
ington. The attendance of either would, 
it is said, be treated as a marked act of 
discourtesy to tho Britith government, 
and would, probably, be regarded dip- 
lomatically as so serious an offense as to 
call for notice in the form of a protest, 
handed into the state department by the 
British minister. 


The legal position of Messrs. Dillon 


and O'Brien is that of fugitives from 
justice. 
If the offecse charged against 


them was not one directed against the 
corporations of public government in ft 
part of the United Kingdom, the par- 
ticipation of General Harrison or Mr. 
Blaine in any welcome to them in this 
country would be held by Lord Salis- 
bury to be a mere matter of personal 
taste or judgment. 
The conspiracy 


charged against them is one to obstruct 
and defeat the Jaws, and any counte- 
nance given to them by the president or 
secretary of state would be resented in 
the usual diplomatic manner.

The writer s»ys he has had hard work 


to keep one of the gang from confessing. 
The letter then continues: "Assure as 
Birohall dies, not one board shall be 
left of the buildings of the jurymen 
who sent him there. We have Judge 
MoHahonr spotted, and should wo have 
to wreck a train to murder him, we will, 
and we hereby notify him of death af- 
fecting him and the jurymen also." 
The letter concludes; 
"If I were to 


give the history of our past life it would 
recall many pages of the darkest crimes 
ever known or thought of in our present 
day, and should Birchall be banged, it 
will make the two men executed for our 
deeds, besides one undergoing life im- 
prisonment."

lady, a teacher iu the Presbyterian 
Sunday school; and universally beloved. 
Her parents are prosperous people.
